These are the optimistic days for the church. People 
are happy that many join the churches and that the 
attendance is good. There are many who think that 
all this religious activity is very genuine, and that we 
have no reason to worry. The radio and the TV and 
the press are all interested in religion. When an editor 
puts a question mark to some of it, it may not be well _ 
taken. After all, let us be happy and enjoy it as long _

REPRESENTATION ON 
' CHURCH BOARDS 


Delegates to the 17th biennial 


-convention of the International 
Young People’s Luther League, 
-youth agency of the Evangelical Lu- 


theran Church, urged at Missoula, 
Mont. that they be represented on 
the boards or councils of their local 
churches. 


They adopted a resolution which 
said “responsibility without author- 
ity causes youth rebellion; therefore 
youth supporting the church should 
be allowed representation on the 
church board or church couasty as 
advisory members.” 


To back up this action, the dele- 
gates voted that every teen-ager 
should be a tither—one who gives 
a definite portion of his income to 
the work of the church—“and thus 
get an early start in the stewardship 
program of his church.” 


In another resolution the leaguers 


went on record as believing “that 


no Christian can be an ‘intellectual 
square’ living off comic books,” 


The delegates called on young 
people to think seriously of the re- 
sponsibility of entering into full- 
time service of the church at home 
and on the foreign mission fields. 

They also resolved that “we, as 
Christians of the world, take a defi- 


nite stand against all forms of: gov- 
ernment that deny the authority of 
Jesus Christ.” 


Earlier, the Rev. Oscar A. Ander- 
son of Moorhead, Minn., former 
youth director of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, told the delegates _ 
that foremost in their lives should 
be helpfulness to others and “obedi- 
ence to the commands of Christ in © 
all areas of living.”

THE JUC approved the changes 
in the Constitution and the Bylaws 
of TALC proposed by the Joint 
Boards of Trustees. The intent of 
these changes is to outline with 
greater clearness the precise powers 
of the Board of Trustees and in 


‘general, to strengthen its authority. 


Dr. George S. Schultz, ALC 
director of Stewardship and Fi- 
nance, said that, when the Joint 
Boards of Trustees met on June 28 
to make their proposals to the JUC, 
no vote was necessary on any of 
the issues discussed. Most of the 
issues were settled by general a- 
greement, he said. 


Most important of the changes 
which the JUC approved is one 
that relates to the first paragraph 
in Section 3 of Article XII of the 


Constitution of TALC. In the orig- 


inal document this paragraph reads: 


“The Board of Trustees shall have 


charge of the general management 
and control of the business affairs 


of The American Lutheran Church 


not otherwise assigned in the Con- 


stitution or ays or by the Gen- 
eral Convention.” 


The JUC approved a proposal 
from the Joint Boards of Trustees 
to omit the final portion of this 
sentence, so that it will read:

And another surprising thing is that 
when we recognize our props as props, 
we are not so likely to need them 
anymore. Test yourself: ask your- 
self, “Am I doing this because it en- 
riches an already happy life, or am 
I doing it to try to prop an already 
shaky life?

Our props are like crutches. We are 
grateful that they can help us to stand 
erect, at least to hobble through life.
